Commissioner of Agriculture J. J. 
Brown asked only a slight increase

fee in his opinion.

Advocates of the Macon capital 
removal agitation introduced a 
resolution in the senate Wednesday 
calling for a committee investiga- 
tion of expenditures of both sides 
in the matter and a probe of lobby- 
ists working on the question, which 
was tabled upon the motion of Sen- 
ator Manson, of the 35th, by a vote 
of 31 to 14. 

The resolution came up 
form of a privilege resolution in- 
troduced by Senators Lassiter, of 
the 14th, Thomas, of the d$rd, and 
Wohlwender, of the 24th, all strong 
advocates of capifal removal, and 
was to the effect that “as the gen- 
eral assembly for the past six 
years has been harrassed by an 
insiduous lobby,” there should be 
an investigation of the campaign 
fund of both sides along with an 
investigation of men who are al- 
leged to be lobbying on the issue 
without registering with the secre- 
tary of state. 

The resolution called for a com- 
mittee of three members of . the 
senate and five from the house to 
conduct the probe. Instructions 


in the 


were to be given this committee to] 


see that proper steps were taken 
to punish lobbyists who were work- 
ing without having registered as the 
law provides, 

Spirited Debate. 

All three of the authors of the 
measure urged its passage in spirit- 
ed speeches in which they spent a 
large amount of time urging that 
the removal issue be submitted to 
a vote of the people. In fact, 
for a while it seemed more that 
a bill calling for capital removal 
was up than an investigafion reso- 
lution. 

Senator Thomas declared that 
“lobyists are hobnobbing around 
here like rats in a cornfield and lI 
want to flush the whole covy of 
them.” When asked if the lobby- 
ists had beem worrying him, he 
replied: “No, but I want to pro- 
tect my friends from them.” 

Senator Manson, of the 35th, op- 
posed the resolution, declaring that 
“as this resolution stands it casts 
a reflection on every member of 
the legislature by insinuating that 
we have been or can be influenced 
by lobbyists.” Continuing he ask- 
ed, ‘“‘Who started this lobby? Who 
generally starts a lobby? Why those 
who are desirous of changing fixed 
conditions, of course.” 

Senator Bellah, of the 42nd, also 
opposed the measure, stating that 
it would only cause a waste of 
valuable time as all unregistered 
lobbyists could be caught by simply 
reporting them to the secretary 
of state.

Why Twelve Agricultural 
Schools When We Have 
State Agricultural College 


(From The Augusta Chornicle.) 

We have it from Governor Hard- 
wick ang leaders of the legislature 
that the state of Georgia will owe 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000 by 
the first of. next January. The 
finances of the state are in an awful 
condition and there must be drastic 
| curtailment somewhere. It will bea 
I pity if the legislature, in a desire to 
cut down expenses, will permit itself 
to handicap state institutions which 
deserve all of fhe support they are 
getting, and some of them more than 
they are getting. We have an idea 
that the solons in Atlanta can prune 
expenses here and there, striking in 
places where the least harm will be 
done. 
officeholders in swivel chairs, too 
many people on the public pay roll 
who should be retired to private life 
since politics is the only excuse for 
their jobs. 

And when 
down to hard 


legislature gets 
work, considering 
ways and means for a drastic cur- 
tailment of expenses, permit us to 
suggest that it start out by abolish- 
ing the twelve agricultural schools 
in the congressional districts of the 
state. There is no doubt but the 
father of the agricultural school idea 
was honest in the belief that they 
would fill a long-felt want through- 
out the state. However, they have 
not and the majority of them are 
filling no want at all, but merely 
taking boys and girls away from the 
high schools of their own counties. 
The state is furnishing $10,009 per 
vear to each school, or a total of 
$120,000 per annum for the twelve. 
Our idea is to sell the school prop- 
erty in each district to the towns 
near which they are located or 
otherwise dispose of the property 
and save this money for the state. 
Probably the town of Sparta would 
buy the Granite Hill property of the 
tenth district agricultural property. 
If it will not then let the state sell 
it to the highest bidder. 

The Granite Hill school has been 
receiving $10,000 per year to educate 
from thirty to forty bo¥s and girls

care to indict the 
schools as inefficient and-git Is en- 
tirley possible that they give a very 
good high school training, The point 
we make, however, is that they 
merely duplicatethe town and coun- 
ty high school systems in which they 
are located and do not give a first- 
rate agricultural course. Boys and 
girls should not be taught’too much 
agriculture in the high school any- 
wavy, for agriculture is a, science 
more difficult to master than medi- 
cine, pharmacy, engineering, etc. It 
is easier to become learned in the 
professionsthan in agriculture. We 
have farmers in this community who 
have spent fiftv vears of hard study 
to make themselves proficient and 
now they admit without hesitation 
that they do not know nearly 41] 
they should know. 

Agriculture should be a finished 
school. No one heard of a high 
school boy studying law or medicine 
or engineering. He studies branches 
that lead up to these professions. 
The same js true with regard to 


ever 


' agriculture. 


No high school boy or 
girl can make a serious study of 
biology. These matters are for more 
mature minds, the minds of the col- 
lege boy and girl. We maintain that 
agriculture is not Seriously taught 
in the twelve district schools of 
Georgia it matters not how in earn- 
est the inStructors may be. There- 
fore, the schools, which were organ- 
ized to teach agriculture, are fail- 
ures as such and we should abolish 
them and céntralize our efforts on 
the state college of agriculture 
Athens. Support the state college 
right and open wide the doors to the 
boys and girls who wish to make 
agriculture a life work. Then and 
not until then will Georgia begin to 
solve her problem of equipping her 
bovs and girls for farmers and at 
the same time Georgia will save a 
huge sum of money that is now go- 
ing to waste. 

There will be  npoliticians over 
Georgia who will fight the idea of 
abolishing the agricultural schools. 
But Georgia's financial affairs are 
sO grave that they should forget 
politics for the time and work for 
the common good, 

And in the presentation of this 
proposition to the ‘legislature of 
Georgia and to the governor, we 
have no brief to file against any 
particular school or nay particulur 
individual. We do not know any of 
the officials personally, but we do 
know the state is now spending $10,- 
000 per year at Granite Hill and a 
like sum in eleven other schools, on 
a handful of pupils who could be as 
easily, if not more easly, taught In 
the schools ef Sparta, Milledgeville. 
AuguSta, Thomson and other towns 
of the district. 

We maintain tn that Georgia can 
save $120,000 per year by abolishing 
these schowvls and sell the properties 
in each district for a half million 
dollars more and then we will begin 
to get down to brass tacks in the 
matter of reduction of state expenses 
and begin to see daylight in the way 
of emerging from debt. 

And ifsthe sites for school were 
donated by the various counties and 
these counties feel they have been 
unjustly treated, it would pay the 
state to give the land back and ac- 
cept what it can get for the build- 
ings, 


Says Railroads’ Rates 
Must Come Down 


You say

Editor Constitution: 
“railroad service is 
public too much. And it ts costing 
the public too ‘much because it 
costs entirely too much to operate 
the railroads.” Ag per the Queen 
of Belgium, “You have said a 
mouthful.” 

But we have a railroad hauling 
into Atlanta large «quantities of 
coal, the Louisville and Nashville. 
One of the excuses for the high 
cost of coal is the increased tariff, 
or freight charges. Last winter in 
my own family my children were 
stricken with pneumonia and I sup- 
pose the reason was because my 
home was not properly heated, be- 
cause the high cost of fuel com- 
pelled us to economise. Had it 
been a normal winter God alone 
knows how many families would 
have had sickness and death from 
colds and pneumonia. President 
Harding, personally, practically 
begged the interstate commerce 
commiseion to reduce the rates. And 
yet we have the astounding spec- 
tacle of the board of directors of 
the above named railroad dividing 
up, “cutting a melon,” so-called, 
of what they call a “surplus” of 
$82,000,000, or as they calmly say, 
as much thereof as the I. CG. C. 
will permit. Most people, and the 
ictionary, term a “surplus” what 
is left after one pays their bills. 
AS a matter of fact, the Louisville 
and Nashville has a bonded in- 
debtedness of over $182,000,000, a 
considerable bunch of short term 
notes and an interest charge of 
$8,000,000 per annum, and probably 
floating debts besides, and yet, in 
the face of the demand for lower 
rates, they have the nerve to dis- 
tribute the eum of $82,000,000 they 
have cornered up in various Ways. 
Generally speaking the members of 
the board are likely reputable busi- 
ness men, but, collectively, they rob 
their best friend, and indirectly af- 
flict innocent people by withholding 
the necessary fuel with thelr abom- 
inable charges. A representative of 
coal mines here a short time ago 
explained how they kept down pro- 
duction. It's a simple scheme. Pay 
the men for full time and work 
only ten days in the month.

THE RIGHT TO HAND IT 
AROUND. 

With all our fine pretenses of 
good will to mankind and brotherly 
love and that sort of thing, most of 
us prefer to preach such sentiment 
to the rest of the world and prac- 
tice different ethics ourselves. For 
instance, when one of our own fam- 
ily comes down or is “threatening” 
to come down with some acute 
respiratory disease, goodness knows 
what at first, do We practice this 
good will to mankind bunk which 
we are so fond of preaching? Not 
much. We consider our own little 
convenience and business interest 
only. In short, we ignore the up- 


such illness is infectious and when 


‘spread through

spread to other persons may prove 
serious or fatal, even though it 
turns out a mild or trifling illness 
in our own case. Ignoring this 
fundamental fact, and suppressing 
@ny little twinges of conscierice 
which may annoy us, we decide to 
“bear up and fight it"’—that is to 
say, instead of remaining volun- 
tarily isolated for a reasonable pe- 
riod, for the sake of public safety, 
we insist on keeping about at work 
and deliberately exposing al] who 
come in contact with us to what- 
ever infection we may happen to be 
peddling. That is about the extent 
of most of this brotherly love slush 
we delight to sling around. * 


Ah, but have we no defense? 
Huh? ‘A pickpocket is usually try- 
ing to get his hands warm! We de- 
clare solemnly that we “don't be- 


lieve’ common “colds” are conta- 
gious, or that we are “very care- 
ful” not to cough or sneeze or spit 
in people’s faces, or that we just 
want to run down to the office fot 
an hour or two and come _ right 
back (meanwhile not counting the 
twenty or forty poor mortals we 
may have peppered on the run). Oh, 
of course, people with communica- 
ble diseases should be strictly iso- 
lated, but our case isn't so very 
dangerous, is it? 
story that presumably honest and 
law-abiding citizens are constantly» 
dinning in the physician's ears— 
srive us special consideration, doc- 
tor, and do not report this conta- 
rious disease, or do not have our 
10mMe or our business place quaran- 
tined, or do not report the epidemic 
in our fair city; it would tend to 
injure business! 

The respiratory infections, all 
contact or propin- 
quity with unisolated cases, consti- 
tute a good four-fifths of the every- 
day sickness which Keeps physi- 
cians busy. Neither diphtheria nor 
any other respiratory infection is 
one whit more preventable or more 
easily prvented than ordinary, if 
not always simple, coryza,. or, as 
I regret one must say in order to be 
intelligible te the unintelligent, so- 
called “cold” in the head. I dare 
say that ordinary coryvza is respon- 
sible for more permanent damage 
and more deaths than diphtheria 
today. 

It would be far better to send a 
child to school at the height of an 
attack of scarlet fever or measles 
than to send a child to school with 
a “slight cold in the head,” for a 
good share of the school children 
are already immune to scarlet fe- 
ver and measles, but precious few, 
if any of them, are immune to.the 
most vulgar and vicious of all! the 
diseasés we assume it a right to 
spread.

from Ohio and Mississippi river 
crossings into the southeast, as 
compared from rates from the east- 
ern seaboard into the southeast. 

When asked if the water carriers

Shipbuilding in 
All Countries Falls 
Off Very Sharply 


New York, July 13.—Merchant 
ship-building in all countries of the 
world fell off nearly nine hundred 
thousand gross tons for the quarter 
ending June 30, last, as compared 
with the previous three months, ac- 
cording to a report made public 
by Lioyd’s Register of Shipping. 
This decline, the report said. is the 
sharpest recorded since construc- 
tion reached its high peak in the 
fall of 1919. 

American shipping dropped near- 
ly four hundred. thousand tons and 
British about two hundred seventy 
thousand tons, with all countries 
about two hundred fifty thousand 
tons. No report was obtained from 
Germany. | . 

Total tonnage under construction 
June 30 was six million, one hun- 
dred ninety-nine thousand tons of 
which the United States was build- 
ing seven hundred seventeen thou- 
sand and the United Kingdom three 
million, five hundred thirty thou- 
sand. Included in the British fig- 
ures, however, are seven hundred 
thirty-five thousand tons on which 
work has been suspended and four 
hundred forty-four thousand tons 
delaved hecause of strikes.

the strike section,and weintend to 
be on the lookout for any emer- 
gency.” 

In the delegation appearing before 
the governor were some of the lead- 
ing citizens of south Georgia. It 
was requested that their names be 
withheld from publication. 

Three companies of the state mi- 
litia were sent to the strike recent- 
ly. but on a report from Colonel 
Russell, commanding officer. that 
all trouble was quieted, they were 
withdrawn. 

As long as the etrikers are un- 
molested there will be no trouble 
so far as they are concerned, was 
the gist of a statement issued to 
The Constitution Wednesday night 
by J. M. Larisey, vice president of 
the Order of Rallway Conductors, 
who is conducting the strike in the 
absence from the city of Val Fitz- 
patrick, well-known labor leader, 
who is out of town for a few days. 

“We have no objection if ‘Gov- 
ernor Hardwick sends troops to 
Fitzgerald or any other point on 
the road and lets them camp there 
all summer,” was the pointed dec- 
laration of Mr. Larisey. “As long 
as our men are let alone they will 
start no trouble.” 

Mr. Larisey added that he saw no 
cause for alarm in the Fitzgerald 
situation or at any point along the 
A., & A. Picketing by striking 
workers has been ordered resumed, 
following the departure of troops, 
he added. 

Questioned by a Constitution rep- 
resentative, B. I. Bugg, receiver 
of the road,. said: 

“TI understand that there Is con- 
siderable teneeness in the situation 
at Fitzgerald and in that section, 
particularly among the strikers, but 
my reports are that all is quiet 
and no further friction has been 
encountered. Business of the road 
is progressing as usual.”

August 
22, 1919, when his body waa found 
lodged against a raftin the Oconee 
river, with a bullet wound through 
his neck, and a crushed skull. The 
discovery was made bv Adrian 
Horne anda negro named Burl Bris- 
coe, who were in a boat fishing at 
the time. 

The body was taken to the bank, 
and the coroner, C. I. Newton, no- 
tiifed. The body was identified as 
that of the missing man, but the in- 
vestigation did not reveal any traces 
ofthe mannerin Which he had met 
his death, The examination dis- 


|| closed that he had been shot through 


the neck, and had been struck «a 
crushing blow on the head. The 
body apparently had been in the 
water for five or six days.
